hand with any one in taking his leave 
of him, and his good Wiſhes for a Pro- 
ſperous Campaign, tho? at the ſame time 
he Secretly wiſh d. Thunder might Blaſt 
him, or any other fatal Miſchief fall up- 


on him, than the Succeſs he outwardly 


ſeem d to Pray for. 


But before we bring him into the 


ſeveral Courts whither his Inſtructions Di- 
rected him to, and from them to the 
Camp, it will be of ſome Uſe, for the 


better Underſtanding of the Tranſactions 


that muſt follow in their proper Order,

tercourſe with his Friends in Britomartia, 


had taken up his Reſidence ſometimes in 
Lavinia, under the Pretence of the Air, 


which would contribute very much to 
his Recovery from a very ill State of 
Health. He was a Politico that perfectiy 
underſtood all the Arts that are put in 
Practice by the moſt Refin'd Stateſmen; 
had a Matchivillian Head, and a Heart 
that would give Admiſſion to downright 
Contrarieties : Turn him which way you 
would he was ſtill in Diſguife, and known 
truly to no Man breathing but Noviciur, 


whoſe Principles were of the ſame Stamp, 
and rather inclining to Polytheiſzr than 
any one Particular Worſhip ; not but 


their Education was as oppoſite as the 


Eeſt to the Wieſt, and the one had been 


Bred in the Schools of ſach as Sacrific'd 
to Moloch, the other in the Rigid and 
Auſtere T hyraſomims, who rather imitated 
the Form of a Religious Life, than the

ſtanding all his Inſight into the dark Mi-

being extreamly given to the Love o 


Women, was the mereſt Bubble to 'that | 
Sex in the whole Univerſe : One of the 


Levinias Madonna's, the [legitimate Off.

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Spring of a certain Superb Prelato, had 
Smitten him ſo, that he muſt Purchaſe 
her Enjoyment at any Rate. But no Ad- 
drefles could prevail with her to Exchan 
Articles of Friendſhip with him, tho? ihe 
had not been over Scrupulous in com- 
pliance with the Requeſts of others, 

entring into a State which the 
_ Covenant-Maker, Hymen, continues during 
Life. Preſents upon Preſents came from 
him to the Ladies Honſe, which were 
always receiv'd with a Gaiety of Temper, 
that fſhew'd her very much Intereſted. in 
the Welfare of the Donor; but ſtill, thro? 
the Perſuafions of her Duena who by. her 
Converfation with this Amorous Man- 
darine; knew that he was iſo -deſperately 
ſmitten, as to yield to any Terms, rather 
than not accompliſh his Deſires, ſhe re- 
main d Obſtinate to his Propoſals. Aga- 
thia, for that was the Madonna's Name, 
had his Quality, his Wealth, and his 
Weaknefs ſtill before him; by the means 
of this Old Waiting- Woman, who was « 
Secretis to all her Intrigues, and not an 
Hour paſt, but Peals of future Greatneſs 
were rung in her Miſtreſs's Ears by her. 
She was advisd to hold out and be one 
of the Firſt Princeſs's of Britomartia ; 
which ſhe did with much ado, after many 
Struggles between her and ſotne- Diſpoſt- 
To tions 
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tions of Soul, that were none of the moſt 
uncomplying. In a word, a Sacriſſo be- 
longing to the Pagody, did his Office, 
and join'd their Hands, after Tol bono had 
— and abjur d the Doctrines of 

the Reformato's ; and he who thought 
himſelf the moſt Happy Perſon in all 
Lavinia, was Derided and Contemn'd as 
the moſt Unfortunate ; z ſince it was whiſ⸗ 
per d about among the better Sort there, 
that he, who had not been Acquainted 
with Azathia, was arriv'd at very little 
Knowledge of the Fair Sex. 

 Novicins, who was appriz d of Tolbozio's 
Marriage, and his Return to his old 
Idolatries, that promoted him of Courſe 
to Innovations in a Reformato's Conſtituti- 
on, thought it highly worth his Time to 
bring over a Perſon of his Birth and En- 
dowments to his Intereſt, and accordingly 
made him Offers, by Letters, of one of 
the Firſt Dignities at Court, provided he 
would join. with him in the Meaſures he 
bad Concerted for the Depoſition of Mi- 
ralel and Delphino from the Offices 
were poſſeſs'd of; nor did he fail of Sue 
ceſs, for as the Mandarine, whoſe Aſſi- 
ſtance he ſollicited, had the greateſt Aver- 
ſion, that could be imagin'd, for any one 
that bore Affection to the Memory off 
the e Arrantio, or had been Inſtru- 


mental 
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mental in putting the Imperial Crown 
upon his Head ; fo the Two Noblemen, 


whoſe Downfals were aim'd at, being, of 


that Claſs, he, without Heſitation, agreed 
to enter into any Cabals againſt them. 
We may add to this his Uxorious De- 
meanour to the Princeſs his Wife, (for 
Talbozio had all the Ambition of her 
Sex, tho? ſhe fell ſhort of Engroſſing all 
Chafſtity) fixd him in the foregoing Re- 
ſolution, becauſe high Preferment would 
not only give the Right of Precedence, 
but put it into her Power, from the 
Emoluments and Profits ariſing from it, 
to. ſatisfy another Paſſion full as Inordi- 
nate as the other, which was that of 
Covetonſneſs. 

Amongſt other Schemes that were Pro. 
jected, between him and the Britonrartian 
Scrivan, to effect their Deſigns, none 
ſeem'd of greater Weight and Moment, 
than a Diſcovery from Talbozio, of Ima- 
ginary Sums of Money which were to be 
laid to be Depoſited by Mirabel and Del- 
'phino, in ſuch and ſuch Hands ; that No- 
-wicius might from thence take Occaſion 
to Inſiuuate to the Empreſs, that ſuch an 
immenſe Treaſure could never be acquir'd 


without Detriment to the Royal Exche- 


quer and the Pnhlick Funds. In order to 
this, Pacquets of Letters were diſpateh'd 
Day 


— 
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Day aiter Day, of this and that Hun- 
dred Thouſand Chequins, tranſmitted by 
them to the Banco's of Genes, Veneta, 
and Livornia ; which Pacquets were con- 
ſtantly Communicated to, and put into 
the Hands of Monti ana, who ſtill gave 


them to Her Imperial Majeſty, with ma- 


ny Aggravations, ſo that the Good Mo- 
narch from ſuch repeated Ad vices, began 
to Stagger in her Opinion concerning the 
Fidelity of thoſe Two Favourites. 
To improve this into a perfect Epelipſp, 
and make her entirely fall off from her 
Acquieſcence in their Adminiſtration, No- 
vitins, who had learn'd from Montiama, 
that nothing could diſpleaſe Palatiua 
more, than Invaſions upon her Preroga- 
tive, was ready to produce a Foreigner, 
who with a Genuine Aſſurance, ſhould 
Accuſe them both of Interfering with 
the Rights of making War and Peace, 
which were ſolely to be lodg'd in her Im- 
perial Majeſty's Breaſt. 
What gave a handle to theſe Baſe and 
Malicious Accuſations, was MirabePs and 
Delphino's giving it, as their Opinion, 
upon a Letter from the Outlaw Bavaro, 
whom the King of Liliana had Com- 
miſſion d to Amuſe the Britomartian 
Court, and their Allies, with pretended 
Propoſals of Peace, while he meant no- 


thing 


able to all Obſcrvatfons that could be 
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thing leſs; chan an Agreement to Juſt 
and Reaſonable Conditions, that it was 
an Artifice to Divide the Confederated 
Potentates, and make them Jealous of 
each other, as has been evinc'd and made 
appear by Soliterraris, Mirabel's Son-In- 
Law, who was the other Imperial Scrivan, 
and by the means of Spies, had certain 
Intelligence from the Enemies Country. 
This Soliterrario, was a Mandarine, who 
by a long Peregrination, and the Advan- 
tages of Reſin'd Parts, which had been 


. wholly employ'd in the ſearch of Know- 


ledge and other Acquiſitions neceſſary to 
make a; finiſh'd Stateſman, had ſettled a 
mutua} Intercourſe between the ſeveral 
Caurts he had viſited in his Travels, and 
that which he belong'd to; inſomuch, 
as nothing could almoſt be Tranſacted 
without his Privacy. Tis true indeed, 
that by Reaſon of the Lilianian War, 
which broke out during his Minority, 
and continu'd, with a ſhort Interval of 
Peace, raging: ever ſince, he had not an 
opportunity of Perfonally ſeeing that 


Court ; but de was the Son of a Father, 
who hy his Embaſſies there, and his Ne- 


tiations with the moſt Celebrated Per- 
ons in it, left Inſtructions behind him in 
Writing, for his Uſe, that were prefer- 


made 
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made by any Perſonal Appearance hut his 
own ; by virtue of theſe Inſtructions he 
kept up the ſame Correſpondence, as he had 
before made uſe of, by the which he was cau- 
tion'd againſt the Behaviour of Nowicine, 
and advis'd to Countermines in order to 
Defeat his Projections. It ſeems: the 
Foreigner, who was in League with No- 
viciut, and ready to be produc'd+ by him; 
was a Lilianian, one of the Dome“ 
ſticks of the Arch- Traitor Baro, and 
his Errand was to give in ſeveral preten- 
ded Articles Preliminary to a Peace, ſent 
by that Rebel, in Writing, to Mirabel ; 
and in theſe Articles was to have been In- 
ſerted an Offer to Surrender up the chiefeſt 
of his Strong Towns to the Empreſs Pa» 
latina. This the Two Chief Miniſters. 
the Legato and Theſaurario, were to have 
been made to Reject, upon Conſiderations 
of prolonging the War for their own Pri- 
vate Ends ; when, in Truth, he only had 
actually Communicated the Letter above- 
mention'd to the Empreſs and her Council 
at the very Receipt of it, with his Thoughts 
thereupon; and the other, who ſaw no- 
thing, like a Preliminary Article, in the 
better, that redounded to the Augmenta- 
tion of his Miſtreſs's Glory; Acted the Part 
of a faithful Servant and Counſellor, in -

Soliterrario, tho fully appriz'd of No- 
vicius's real Deſigns, and of other ill 
Practices carried on by one of his under

Friends and himſelf ſhould call upon him 


to make its Not but he gave the Perſons 
concern'd Notice to ſtand upon their 


Guard, and be very watchful, in reſpect 
of their Conduct, by Reaſon of theſe In- 


formations. In the mean time Mirabel, 
whoſe Projects of Attacking the Enemy 
were partly ſet aſide, by the Irruption of 
the Scandinavians, a fort of Confederates 
to the Lilianians, into Allemannia, and 


partly by Novicius's Domeſtico, who Be- 


tray?d every Step he had Orders from the 
Court of Britomartia, to make, to the Ge- 


nerals of the oppoſite Party, reſolv'd ſince 


he was not able to Defeat them in the 


Field, to be too hard for them in the Cabi- 
net.

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the young King of Scandinavia, to Expo- 
ſtulate with him, and if poſſible, diſſwade 
him from an Enterprize, that would En- 
danger the Repoſe of all Alemannia, and 
in proceſs of Time render all thoſe Victo- 
ries and Conqueſts of little or no Account, 
that had been gain'd over the Troops of 
Liliand. | F 

During his Highnefs's Purſuit of this 
Journey, it may benefit the Curious to in- 
form him, that the Prince he was going to 
Viſit, had been forc'd to take Arms as it 
were in his Infaticy, to ſecure himſelf from 
the Inſults of three ſeveral Potentates, who 
taking Advantage of his Minority, had en- 
ter'd into an Unjuſt War againſt him. 
He had brought one of them to Reaſon, _ 

and had made him ſue for, and accept 
Conditions of Peace; and the other Two 
ſtill holding out, he had gone fo far to- 
wards finiſhing the Quarrel, as to have 
entirely driven him out of a Kingdom 
which he had been Elected to, into his 
own Hereditary Dominions, whither he 
had follow'd him to Demand further Sa- 
tisfaction of him; the Third ſtill remain- 
ing to be accounted with. Now the Coun- 
try he Purſu'd him into was in the Heart 
of Allemannia, and the Seandinavian's be- 
ing there, very much endanger'd the Quiet 
of that Empire ; for he was a young Am- 
* 127 bitious 
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bitious Monarch that was fluſh'd with 
Succeſs, by the means of which, he might 
have carry'd his Pretenſions very far. 
The Fugitive King was in great Streights, 
and as it were, Beſieg'd in his Capital: 
He had ſabmitted to the meaneſt Conditi- 
ons, and yielded to the moſt ignominious 
Compliances: He had Abdicated his Crown, 
and given his Right to one of his own 
Subjects, by Recognizing him for his Law- 
ful Succeflor : He had Surrender'd up an 
Ambaſſador, whom the Law of Nations 
ſhould have Protected, into the Hinds of 
his moſt Inveterate Enemy, and ſtill ſuf- 
ferd him, without the leaſt” Attempt to 
diſlodge him, to raiſe Contributions from 
his Subjects, to form New - Occaſions of 
Quarrel with adjacent Countries, and to 
Act whatſoever he thought fitting.

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Letter, and his Perſon, were both highly ac- 
ceptable to him ; that' tho he had Juſtice 
on bis Side to, purſue his good Fortune, and 
take full Revenge for the Injuries had been 
dene him by bis Implacable Enemies, and the 
Breach of moſt Sacred Treaties ; yet out of 
the great Deference which. he ſbould always 
have for her Imperial Majeity, and the Re- 
gard be had for the Prince himſelf, whoſe 
Add ions had made Him Renomnd through

Conceſſions on his Part, the laſt Year, to 
procure the Repoſe of his Subjects and of

niſtry ; the Cryes of her People for Peace, and 
the Fictitious Oppreſſions they labour'd un- 
der, through the means of Male-Adminiſtra- 
tion, declar'd her Intentions to change 
Hands, and very ſpeedily Subſtitute others 
in the Room of the Perſons complain'd of. 
In the mean time, while Matters were 
in this Diſpoſition for a Revolution at 
Count, and the Ring- Leaders of the Dif- 
cantented Faction had nothing almoſt to 
do but to take Poſſeſſion of the New Dig- 
nities which they had allotted each other, 
Soliterrario got the Secret from an Hono- 
rato, who was very Intimate with Montiana. 
This Gentleman had firſt enter'd into an 
Amorous Correſpondence with her, on Ac- 
count of her Prevailing. Intereſt at Court, 
therefore, after he had upon a certain Time 
anſwer'd her Demands, for ſhe was Impor- 
tunate in Love Enquiries, ask'd her to put 
the Empreſs in mind of him, for ſuch a 
Place was vacant, and very proper for him, 
ſince he was too much a Man now, not to 
be advanc'd higher than a Page's Poſt. 
True, ſaid the Lady, you are a Man every 
Inch of you, and ſhall have a better Place 
than that very ſpeedily, for a very ſurpriz- 
ing Change is near at Hand, and my Poly- 
doro ſhall- be one of the firſt provided — 
i ; | at 
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But whether he was weary of his Familiaris 
ties, and thought this the readieſt way to 
get rid of her, or whether he had at Heart 
the Services which the Miniſtry then in Be- 


ing had done their Sovereign and their 
Country, or what is more likely, ſaw imme- 
diate Preferment. the Conſequence of ſuch 
a Diſcovery, it is not in me to affirm, 
tho it ended in one as above-mention'd. 
Mirabel and Delphino were ſoon made 
acquainted with the Proje& on Foot, and 
took Counſel with their Friends how to 
Defeat the Execution of it. Novicius's 
Correſpondencies Abroad had been ſome- 
time before known to them, and they were 
within a Hair of Dete&ing him in the very 
Fact, when that Politico got Notice of it 
by ſome unforeſeen Accident, and under 
the Pretence of great Vigilance in his Of- 
fice, ſeiz?d upon that very Under Agent 
they deſign'd to confront him with, and 
committed him to the Tulliano for the 
Crime of Leſe Majeſty. However, tho” 
this Countermine had ſome Effect, and 
blew up part of the Conceptions they had 
entertain*d, into Air, by ſhewing the To- 
kens of a teign'd Innocence to the Populace, 
who could never be induc'd to believe him 
Guilty, that Impriſon'd another for the very 


ſame Fact; they had Intereſt enough with 


the Senato, which was then Sitting, to get . 
| them 
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_ therti to Examine into the Affair; accor- 
dingly a Deputation was made for that 
purpoſe to the Tulliano, who made their 
Report, That the Priſoner had confeſs'd 
the Fact for which he was Committed, but 
could not be induc'd to Divulge -any of 
his Accomplices, tho they had found out 
ſeveral Male Practices in a certain Serivaz; 
the Duties of whoſe Poſt ſeem'd to have 
been on pnrpoſe neglected, which Amoun- 
ted to ſomething more than a bare Remiſ- 
neſs. This Confeſſion drew after it a terri- 
ble Puniſhment on the Offender, who was 
Sentenc'd to be flung Headlong from a cer- 
tain Rock into the Sea, and who even juſt 
before his Execution, was ſo buoy*d up with 
the hopes of Life, as to perſiſt in his Deni- 
al of having any one Confederate in his 
wicked Practices againſt the Welfare of the 
_ Government. &#@ EE age)” 
Various were the Opinions and Diſcourſes 
of Men upon this Occaſion: Some that were 
Novicinss Friends, affirm'd, and not with- 
out Reaſon, That it was apparent he was 
Innocent, from the dying Atteſtation of 
the Guilty: Others, and they were of the 
ſame Stamp, made no Scruple to give out, 


That the Deputies from the Senato would 


have Bribd the Criminal with hopes of Life, 
© and great Sums of Money, to Accuſe the 
. whom their Enquiries were chiefly 

velPd at; but People, who were more 
remark- 
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remarkable for Temper and a Biaſs of Mind 
that led to no Extreams, contented them- 
ſelves with avering, That if Novicins was 
not Guilty, he was not altogether Innocent, 
for making uſe of a Perſon who came to 
him with little or no Recommendation, en- 
truſting” him with Secrets of State, much 
above the Sphere of a Hackney Serivas, 
and letting him into thoſe Miſteries of Go- 


_ vernment, that ought to have been with- 


held from Vulgar Eyes. 

Whatſoever their Sentiments were, or 
might be, thoſe who Sate at Helm were firm- 
ly aſſur'd, the Ship of State cou'd never di- 
rect its Courſe without Splitting upon the 
Rock of inevitable Ruin, ſhould he be-lon. 
ger permitted to have a Hand at the Steer- 
age ; wherefore it was agreed amongſt them 
to wait upon the Empreſs Palatine, who 
was always loath, very loath to enter into 
any Extreams againſt any one without a 
perfect Proof of ill Deſigns and Practices, 
more eſpecially Novicius, who was ſo near 
in his Attendance about her, and had in- 
gratiated himſelf with her by ſo many 


Tricks and Pretences, and would have fain 


Excus d him, and put off her Anſwer to their 
Requeſt, till ſhe had Time to conſider 
and enter into the Merits of it. But 
when Mirabel, in the moſt Dutiful and be- 
coming manner, had obſerv'd to her Maje- 
{ty that he could not continue in his Com- 


mands

mands without Noviciar's Diſmiſſion, and 
Velpbino was Reſolute in his Denials of 
taking any further Care of the Sehaccario, 
if he kept his Employment under her; ſhe 

ave way to their Entreaties, and acquieſcd 
in the Truth of the Allegations that were 
brought againſt him, by prefering tht Good 
of the whole Community to the Benefit 
of one Private Man, and by ſending him 
word, tho? not without extreme Violence, 
to the Good Will ſhe bore him, that he 
might make his Retreat from Court, when. 
ſoever he pleas'd, for ſhe had no further 
need of his Service. 

Thus was the Britorrurtian Em pire pre- 
ſerv'd by the Hand of Providence, when ſo 
many concurrent Circumſtances ſeem'd to be 
in a Conſpiracy againſt its Ruine; thus were 
the Machinations of Novicius defeated and 
render d ſucceſsleſs, that would have Eclips d 
its Glory, and made its Honour ſtand in 
need of being Retriev'd again, had Mira- 
bel ceas'd to Command. its Armies Abroad, 

or Delphino not. continu'd to Manage and 
Husband its Revenues, at Home; and thus 


was it put in a Condition not only to have 
given Laws to its Enemies, but to have ſe- 
cur'd a perpetual Tranquility to its Friends.
